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Earthquakes . 
5 A strong earthquake just 
a4 west of Algiers killed at 
least 26 people, injured 456 
others and caused several buildings 
in the capital's historic Casbah dis- 
trict to crumble on Oct. 30. The 6.0 
magnitude quake also destroyed 
1,200 homes as well as hundreds of 
other buildings. Several sharp after- 
shocks in the following days inflicted 
additional damage and injuries. 

A massive quake, centered 50 
miles offshore and 19 miles beneath 
the seabed, gave northern Japan its 
strongestjolt in50 years. There were 
no reports of injuries or damage, but 
train service was disrupted briefly 
and authorities evacuated six coastal 
villages for three and a half hours out 
of fear that a tidal wave might have 
been generated by the quake. 

The world's strongest quake in 
five months ruptured the seabed near 
the Soloman Islands. Other strong 
earth movements were felt in the 
Caribbean from Cubato Puerto Rico, 
and in the San Francisco Bay Area, 
Soviet Armenia, southern Turkey and 
the Mexican resort of Acapulco. 


Himalayan Spring 
Scientists from the United 
\{ \\ States National Science 
Foundation announced 
that the chilly climate of Tibet has 
been warmer over the past 50 years 
than at any other time in thousands 
of years. Their report, published in 
the journal Nature, is based on the 
different types of oxygen that collect 
in ice at various temperatures. 


Testing 

The second unannounced 

nuclear explosion within a 

week at France’s Mururoa 
Atoll test site was detected by New 
Zealand seismologists on Nov. 1. 
The blast, with an estimated yield of 
20 kilotens, was bitterly condemned 
by New Zealand’s minister for disar- 
mamentand armscontrol, Fran Wild. 
“France is obviously determined to 
continue testing in the face of strong

opposition from all the countries in 
the region,” Wild said. 

The U.S. detonated a thermonu- 
clear weapon 1,850 feet beneaththe 
Nevada deserton Oct. 31. The blast, 
code named “Hornitos,” had been 
delayed for three days because of 
bad weather, and produced a yield 
of 20-150 kilotons. according to the 
Department of Energy. 


Tropical Storms 


Two cargo ships appeared 

to have been sunk in the 

Gulf of Thailand as cyclone 
Gay moved across the Mergui Archi- 
pelago. Typhoon Forrest passed 
harmlessly over the open Pacific 
waters southeast of Japan. 


Beijing Drought 
The worst drought to strike 
the Chinese capital in 70 
years has caused the 
groundwater level to drop 10 feet 
lower than at the same time last 
year, according to the official Xinhua 


News Agency. Water rationing is in 
effect, and polluted water supplies 
are worsening the shortage. 


A Civilized Hello 

Gift-bearing workers forthe 

National Indian Foundation 

will soon set up a base in 
Brazil's Amazon rain forest to estab- 
lish contact with a newly discovered 
tribe of natives. The foundation, 
known by its Portuguese acronym 
FUNAI, said it would try to make con- 
tact with about 80 members of the 
tribe in the Guapore Biological Re- 
serve near the Bolivian border. 
Amaury Viera, a FUNAI administra- 
tor, announced that its members will 
try to calm the tribe which appears to 
be threatened by the presence of 
gold panners and members of aclan- 
destine timber operation who have 
transmitted diseases to the Indians. 
FUNAI will send eight people into 
the forest where they will show their 
friendship to the natives by distribut- 
ing the gifts.

A killer whale seems to 
have flipped head over tail- 
fins for alumbering Norwe- 


gian ferryboat, enchanting passen- 
gers in what some call a case of 
whale courtship. For several days, 
the 13-feet-long whale has hugged 
the side of the Voska, a car and 
passenger ferry, on its route to and 
from island villages that dot the west 
coast of Norway. In port, the orca 
gently bumps and rolls against the 
Voksa’s cold steel hull. Marine 
mammal experts believe that the 
killer whale, actually a large dolphin, 
probably became lost from a pod 
which was seen in the area last 
month and finds comfort from the vi- 
brations of the ship’s hull. Some pas- 
sengers have commented that the 
whale's infatuation withthe ferry may 
bebecause both are black and white.

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EARTHWEEK: A DIARY OF THE PLANET 
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Recent solar storms have 
bombarded Earth with ener- 
getic particles at an inten- 
sity never before observed by moni- 
toring satellites. The sunis approach- 
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_ ing the peak of a 12-year sunspot 


cycle, and even stronger geomag- 
netic storms may occur through next 
spring. Besides blacking out some 
earthbound radio communication 
and producing the auroras borealis 
and australis, solar storms can 
damage electrical circuits on space 
satellites, and affect their orbits. In 
March, some low-altitude spacecraft 
went tumbling in orbit. A storm in 
August knocked out a communica- 
tions channel on the United States 
GOES 6 weather satellite. The Euro- 
pean Space Agency was forced to 
temporarily halt some transmissions 
from its main geostationary weather 
satellite on Nov. 8 while special 
radioactive decontamination proce- 
dures were canducted. 

Tass news agency reported that 
Soviet scientists meeting in Azer- 
baijan announced that solar activity 
is to blame for some bad weather, 
earthquakes, volcano eruptions and 
even poor health. Quoting the news- 
paper 7rud, Tass said the scientists 
believe thatthousand-fold increases 
in the tension of Earth’s magnetic 
field during solar storms causes 
powerful circular currents in the 
molten interior of the planet. In turn, 
the curreiits are said to cause tec- 
tonic activity accompanied by erup- 
tions and quakes. No explanation 
was given on how the solar storms 
can affect weather or health. 


Cyclonic Odyssey 
Typhoon Gay left morethan 
6) 100 people dead ina 1,800- 
mile path of destruction as 
it became the first cyclonic storm 
since 1891 to reach India after form- 
ing in the Gulf of Thailand. At least 
500 sailors and 100 ships were lost 
at sea before the storm passed over 


southern Thailand where entire vil- 
lages were destroyed. The typhoon

regained strength in the Bay of 
Bengal and struck India’s Andhra 
Pradesh coast with tides of up to 15 
feet and 130 mph winds. Accurate 
storm forecasts allowed the evacu- 
ation of 50,000 coastal residents, 
but the winds and tides snapped 
power lines and wrecked more than 
6,000 houses. Typhoon Gay may 
strengthen once again over the 
Arabian Sea, thenthreaten Pakistan 
or Oman.

High winds blowing across

British revelers were 
J} warned to check for hiber- 
nating hedgehogs before 
lighting bonfires in celebration of Guy 
Fawkes Day, which marks a 1605 
plot to overthrow the British 
monarchy. Each Nov. 5, effigies of 
Fawkes are thrown onto bonfires 
that dot the landscape and shroud 
London in a smoky haze. This year, 
animal-protection groups asked that 
all piles of tinder be checked for 
slumbering animals before they are 
set alight. Leslie Sharp, a spokes- 
woman for the Hedgehog Preserva- 
tion Society, warned that “people 
spend weeks accumulating leaves 
and twigs for their bonfires, which 
make ideal places for these animals 
to hibernate.”
